Upon further examination and review it has come to the 
examiners attention that the claims read on a nucleic acid that encodes a sequence of SEQ ID No: 13. However, SEQ ID No: 13 is not 
a protein, but rather a nucleic acid molecule. As such examination is precluded because it is not clear which sequence is intended for 
examination on the record. 

In response to this Notice of Non-Compliant amendment, applicant is required to clarifiy which sequence is intended and amend the 
claims accordingly.
